Crippling Snowstorm Lashes 
Deep South; Eight Die; 200 
Cars Are Stalled In Texas 


By THE ASSOCIATED 
PRESS 


A crippling snowstorm swirled 


eastward across the South today, 
stranding motorists and maroon- 
ing hundreds of families. 


At least eight deaths were at- 


tributed to the storm. 


The heavy band of snow extend- 


ed from extreme southeast Texas 
northeastward to eastern Tennes- 
see. 
Sleet glazed highways south 


of the snow belt. 


Thunderstorms rumbled along 


the southeast coast, snow flurries 
dusted the northern Rockies east- 
ward to New England, and rain 
pelted the northwest. Skies gener- 
ally were clear in the Southwest. 


Heavy snow was forecast^ today 


for parts of Louisiana, Mississip- 
pi, Alabama, Georgia, Kentucky, 
Tennessee and the western Caro- 
linas. 
The Alabama Highway Patrol re- 
ported roads were blocked with a 
five-inch snow on Monte Sano 
Mountain, northeast of Huntsville, 
where 325 families were reported 
marooned. 


A number of missile scientists 


from 
Redstone Arsenal 
were 


among the families snowbound in 
their homes atop the mountain. 
Twelve families were snowbound 
on Green Mountain, also near 
Huntsville. 


Snow accumulations ranged up 


to 10 inches in parts of Texas. 


Six deaths in Texas Friday were 


attributed to the weather. Two 
men were killed when their light 
plane crashed southeast of La- 
Grange during the storm and four 
persons were killed in auto ac- 
cidents. 


Stall Cars In Texas 


In Louisiana, a man was killed 


when his truck overturned on an 
icy road. A woman died in Mis- 
sissippi when her car skidded on 
a slush covered bridge. 


Texas authorities said m o r e 


than 200 cars and trucks were 
stalled on a 20-mile stretch of 
Schulenburg and Columbus, about 
75 miles west of Houston.

NEW YORK (AP) - 
Former 


President Herbert Hoover said to- 
day that Marxist ideology has in- 
fected "both the thinking of our 
people and the actions of our own 
government." 


Communists are bent on destroy- 


ing freedom, he said, "and they 
are succeeding right on our very 
doorstep." 


The 85-year-old Hoover, in an 


address prepared for a luncheon 
meeting of United Presbyterian 
Men, 
a lay organization, said 


more Christian leaders need to 
recognize and resist "the spread 
of the Karl Marx virus." 


"This infection creeps through 


our tuition by deluded and misled 
men and by disguised organiza- 
tions, fronts and cults," he said. 


"Like Hermit Crabs" 


'"These agents of infection are 


like hermit crabs which crawl into 
such terms as 'liberal,' 'progres- 
sive,' 
'public 
electric 
power', 


'managed economy,' 'the welfare 
state' and others." 


He said the nation faces "six 


dangerous crises," including: in- 
ternational Communist imperial- 
ism, Marxist infection at home, in- 
flation, faltering foreign trade, 
corrupt labor power, a slump in 
American morals. 


"The 
American way of life has 


proved to be pretty tough," he 
said. "It needs to be even tougher 
right now. 


"I have lived a long life, and I 


have seen our nation rally, exert 
its strength to surmount dangers 
as great as those which beset UB 
now."

DE GAULLE now has more 


power than any Frenchman 
is 


about a hundred years. One must 
go back to Louis Napoleon Bona- 
parte, president of the Second 
French 
Republic, 
founder 
and 


emperor of the Second Empire, 
to 
find 
an equivalent "strong 


man" in France. There are other 
political similarities. 


The younger Napoleon got him- 


self 
elected 
president 
of 
the 


bright, new Second French Re- 
public. 1348. Parliament was then 
induced, under a Constitution not 
vastly 
different 
from that 
De 


Gaulle wrote in 1958 for his pre- 
sent Fifth Republic, to vote Presi- 
dent Louis Napoleon Bonaparte 
sweeping powers. 


Such powers were necessary. 


Napoleon's cabinet officers told 
the pliant French Parliament of 
that day, to save the Second 
Republic. 
But President Louis 


Napoleon Bonaparte used those 
powers to promote himself to 
Emperor Napoleon III and one- 
man ruler of the glittering Second 
Empire, 1852-70. 


Bismarck's Prussian battalions, 


in Franco-Prussian War. ended 
all that. The Third French Re- 
public emerged. Our own genera- 
tion saw it collapse under Hitler's 
blitzkrieg of 1940. French libera- 
tion. 1944, ushered in the chaotic, 
inadequate Fourth Republic. 


PRESIDENT DE GAULLE, OF 


the Fifth French Republic, re- 
ceived his sweeping powers less 
than a week ago in the same 
identical manner as did Presi- 
dent Louis Napoleon Bonaparte 
of the Second French Republic. 


De Gaulle's chief of cabinet. 


Premier 
Michel 
Debre, 
went 


firs! to the lower House and then 
to the Senate with a review of 
this Algerian chaos. He revealed 
some treason at home and saw 
more troubles in Algeria. His 
"government," and by that M. 
Michel Debre technically meant 
his cabinet, must be authorized 
to rule France by decrees for at 
least a year. 


But the cabinet officers, from 


Debre down, hold their portfolios 
at the pleasure of De Gaulle. Thus 
De Gaulle was in effect asking 
for dictatorial powers. 


THE 
ASSEMBLY, with little 


debate, granted the powers by 
the overwhelming vote of 441 to 
75. The French Senate a day 
later concurred with a vote of 
235 to 75. 


These 
overwhelming 
votes, 


making De Gaulle dictator for a 
year, left many Americans ask- 
ing what 
had become of the 


notorious individualism of French 
legislative bodies that once ig- 
nored 
French 
presidents 
and 


threw out of office as many as 
three prime ministers in a single 
month. 


The answer is simple. Under 


the new Constitution, when the 
National Assembly evidences no 
confidence by defeating govern 
ment sponsored legislation, the 
president can dissolve the As- 
sembly as a body. Thereby each 
and every member is required 
to stand for re-election. Each of 
those who opposed "the govern- 
ment" can be sure of a De Gaulle 
sponsored opponent in his dis- 
trict. All elective office holders 
instinctively shy away from un- 
scheduled elections. 


As a result, both houses of the 


French Parliament readily ab- 
dicated from many of their own 
legislative powers by giving De 
Gaulle the authority to create new 
laws by decree and proclamation 
for one year. 


EVEN PRIOR to the recent 


crisis in Algeria, President de 
Gaulle had fully asserted his own 
supremacy over cabinet 
mem- 


bers, individually and collective- 
ly, by dismissing M. Antoine 
Pinay. He had been a former 
premier under the old Fourth 
Republic and the man in De 
Gaulle's 
government 
credited 


with the economic recovery of 
France and the stabilization of 
the franc. 


His 
tremendous 
popularity 


means little to De Gaulle. Pinay's 
successor is a financial techni- 
cian rather than a politician. 


DE 
GAULLE'S most recent 


action is a shake-up and a sort 
of 
disciplining of his 
cabinet. 


Emperor Napoleon III never did 
a faster job with a firmer cer- 
tain hand. 


M., Jacques Soustelle, an origi- 


nal De Gaulle supporter and loud- 
ly opposed to Algerian self-de- 
termination, is out. An anti De 
Gaulle 
opposition 
may 
form 


around him and his name. Like 
Pinay, he has a large following. 
One other minister is out entire- 
ly. Six other top posts changed 
hands the same day. All are good 
technicians, poor politicians: good 
staff officers, but not leaders. 


Is De Gaulle likely to complete 


the full record of Louis Napoleon 
Bonaparte, i.e., a dictator from 
now on? Not likely. The younger 
Bonaparte was 40 in 1848. De 
Gaulle is 70. Perhaps it just means 
the French like style changes in 
governments the same as in hats 
— wide brims to narrow and vice 
versa. 


PITTSBURGH (AP)—Dr. Frank

The 
Yugoslav government 
re- 


versed itself Friday and author- 
ized the burial of Alojzije Cardinal 
Stepmac in the Roman Catholic 
cathedral here 


The government previously had 


requested church authorities to 
bury 
the 
prelate, 
who died 


Wednesday, at his native village 
of Krasic, 40 miles west of this 
Croatian capital, where he had 
been a paroled prisoner of the 
Communists for the last nine 
years 


The earlier restriction to Krasic 


was widely regarded as due to 
government fear of possible dem- 
onstrations 


Jailed In 1944 


Cardinal 
Stepmac, 
spiritual 


leader of Yugoslav's seven mil- 
lion Catholics, was convicted by 
a Communist court in 1946 on 
charges of wartime collaboration 
with the Nazis, and was sentenced 
to 16 years imprisonment He was 
paroled to his native village HI 
1951 


Instead of being held at Krasic's 


400 year old village church, the 
funeral will be in the 17th century 
cathedral in Zagreb Church au- 
thorities will issue permits for at- 
tendance 


Cardinal Stepmac was arch- 


bishop of Zagreb at the time of 
his arrest. President Titos re- 
gime, in paroling him to Krasic 
in 1951 and limiting him to the 


duties of a village pnest, termed 
him a "former archbishop " The 
Vatican regarded him as retain- 
ing full r-nk. 


Zagreb is the capital of Croatia, 


predominantly Roman Catholic 
Archbishops of Zagreb tradition- 
ally are buried in the cathedral 


The government's decision to 


permit 
the burial there was 


viewed by foreign observers as 
a new contribution toward a 
trend for improvement in church- 
state relations noted since last 
fall.
